and Stripes will be simple. The form- 
er will receive a salute of twenty-one 
.guns and be .hauled down. When the 
American flag reaches the top of the 
staff it also will receive a National 
salute. 


There will likely be a proclamation 


and it will probably name officers. The 
local ceremonies will be on a grand 
scale.

She Is Chinese and Charg- 


ed With Murder. 


An Extraordinary and Embarrass- 


ing Case-Plea In Court—Two 


Children of a Widow. 


The little Chinese woman who is 


charged with accomplishing the death 
of her two children and who herself at- 
tempted suicide, was arraigned in Cir- 
cuit Court' before Judge Stanley yes- 
terday. The interpreter very gravely 
read to-ier^the long indictment, mak-

AMERICA TO MAKE THE TERMS 


Conjecture Oa Conditions — No Cessation la 


Action On Part of the United States. 


Spain's Weakness. 


APPEAL FOR PEACE. 


.WASHINGTON, July 26.— The folldwlns 
official statement was given out today: 
"TDe French Ambassador, in behalf of t&e 
Government of Spain and by direction of 
the Spanish Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
presented to the President today at the 
White House a message from the Span' 
ish Government looking- to the termina- 
tion of the war and the settlement of 
terms of peace." 


NEW YORK, July 26.^-A special to the 
Sun from Washington says: The Spanish 
Government, through the French Ambas- 
sador, made a formal proposal for end- 
ing the war and arranging peace to the 
United States today. Cambon called per- 
sonally on the President and Secretary of 
State at the White House this afternoon. 
exercising the prerogative . of an Embas- 
sador in that respect, and presented a 
note, authorized by the Spanish Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, embodying the initial 
overtures of the Government at Madrid. 
Although the proposition came In the 
nature of a surprise, the President and 
his advisers have been aware since yes- 
terday that something of the sort might 
be expected. 
They are not surprised, 
however, at the character of the Spanish 
proposal. It comes from the Madrid Min- 
istry as an entering wedge to the con- 
clusion of peace. The note banded to the 
President by Cambon does not propose 
any definite terms, but merely asks the 
United States for a statement of terms 
on which it will be willing to cease hos- 
tilities and arrange a peaceable settle- 
ment. These overtures render Spain lia- 
ble to the suspicion of. trying to force the 
hand of the United States, in regard to Its 
policy concerning the disposition of the 
Philippines, about which many powers 
have been vainly inquiring. 
After the Interview had closed It was 
said- at the French Embassy that the 
note of the Spanish Minister of Foreign 
Affairs suggested no basis of restoring the , 


• 
* 
do was to indicate her desire to know' 
what the United States would propose. 
It was to be hoped that the Administra- 
tion would be generous in terms. The 
cessation of hostilities would naturally be 
one of the first things looked for, and, 
the negotiations, if the presenj situation 
should develop them, would probably be 
carried on at Paris between the United 
States and Spanish Embassadors. 


A Cabinet officer said tonight that the 
presentation of the note would have no 
effect on the vigorous policy the United 
States is pursuing. It Is significant that 
this statement was made after Alger and 
Long had had a conference with the Pres- 
ident immediately following the visit of 
the French Embassador. Apparently the 
Porto Rican campaign is not to be inter- 
fered with, and Miles will push forward 
to San Juan. It is understood that the 
President will not gratify Europe's curio- 
sity regarding his Philippine policy until 
he sees proper to do so, nor will he tol- 
erate any attempt to force him to dis- 
close his plans on the basis of the present 
note from the Spanish Minister of For- 
ei.en Affairs. 


CONJECTURE ON TERMS. 


WASHINGTON. July 26.— Naturally, the 
pica of Spain to open peace negotiations 
opens up a wide conjecture as to what the 
terms of peace will be. Thus far there is 
no official warrant for saying what terms 
Spain will propose or what terms the 
United States will offer or accept. So 
far as this country Is concerned, it Is the 
general impression that the complete 
Spanish evacuation of Cuba and Porto 
Rico will be Insisted upon as a sine qua 
non. 
There Is not the same certainty as 
to the Philippines, Ladrones and Caro- 
lines, although the belief is growing that 
the terms of the United States will in- 
clude coaline stations In these groups. 
On thp part of Soaln, It Is believed that 
she now has reached such a realization 
of her misfortune that she will readily 
eonppnt to terms for the evacuation of 
Cuba nnd probably Porto Rico. The Span- 
ish desire Is anparently very strnne for 
the retention of the Philippines, althoneh 
there Is little doubt that coaline stations 
ere and at other points would b«> con- 
ceded. 'The matter of war Indemnity ts 
for future consideration, although there 
does not nppenr to be a disposition am one 
the official? n<ve to nile UD a heavy war 
Indemnity ar-ilnst Spain In her present 
helpless condition.

Alter the 
Gaelic sailed last night the Pennsyl- 
vania came from the stream to tne ra- 
cific Mall -wharf to .take a supply of 
water. 
The volunteers on the Pennsylvania 


loaded the vessel with private stocks 
of provisions on Monday afternoon. 
Among the items was about 3,000 
pounds of choice, round steak, which 
will go on ice. There were fruits of 
all kinds in abundance, cakes, jam, 
jellies, eggs, cheese and canned goods 
galore. These articles the boys expect 
to enjoy on the dreary, last half of the 
voyage. 
There were nearly 1,400 men on the 


Pennsylvania, which is the smallest 
and slowest vessel in the fleet. Seven- 
ty-five were yesterday transferred to 
the Rio de Janeiro which evens up 
matters better and somewhat relieves 
congestion on the Pennsylvania. 
At 4:30 this morning plots went out 


to tbe Rio and Pennsylvania, and, at 
5 o'clock those vessels are 
getting 


under way. They carry Montana, 
South Dakota and California troops 
All the officers of these contingents 
were in town last night. A part of 
them were at the Officers' Club, though 
many visited the band concert, the 
hotels and had a final look at the town. 


The Rio and Pennsylvania will keep 


together on the voyage. This means 
that the former will hold back, the 
]atter being a slow vessel. At 5 o'clock 
tomorrow morning the 
Peru and 


Puebla will probably leave. It Is ex- 
pected that these vessels will overhaul 
the first two in a <w«ek. 
'Major .General Otis expects the Phil- 
adelphia today and the transport St. 
Paul tomorrow. He states that the St. 
Paul will make the Islands in six days 
after leaving San Francisco. Her in- 
structions are to use full steam in order 
to catch up with the flotilla here. If 
General Otis learns by the Philadel- 
phia that 'the St. Paul was to have 
sailed on time, he will wait a few 
hours to communicate 'his instructions 
to her commander. If there has been 
a delay the General will leave his ord- 
ers and sail on schedule. 


From Honolulu to some point in the 


Pacific, known here only to the two 
Generals in charge, the expedition will 
proceed without a convoy. 
At the 


point indicated the transports will be 
met by one or more of Admiral Dew- 
ey's ships and escorted to 
Manila. 


There is rumor among the men that 
the expedition will proceed to Ponape 
in the Carolines and there pick up the 
Monterey and Brutus, leaving a garri- 
son of regulars. This report, natural- 
ly enough, lacks official confirmation. 


When asked last night about a rum- 


or that this expedition will stop at the 
Carolines to leave an American garri- 
son, Major General Otis smiled and re- 
plied: "Why, you see, the Carolines 
are not on tbe direct route to Manila, 
and 
we would lose time, by calling 


there." And that was all he would 
say. General Otis stated, with respect 
to the long stay here, that the original 
plans were to remain at Honolulu until 
August 1. when the belated vessels 
-would have time to connect with the 
fleet. The unexpected additional delay 
of the St. Paul caused a l.Ule longer 
wait.

Bode was born in these Islands. Be- 


ing cut adrift in the world when a 
mere boy he was taken up, raised and 
educated by H. Klemme. Once when

and was gone three years. During this 
time he wandered over most of the 
world. 


When last to Honolulu he worked 


on the dredger and was bell boy at 
the Hawaiian hotel.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—Senator Mor- 


gan of Alabama, senior Democratic mem- 
ber of the Foreign Relations Committee 
of the Senate, regards the peace proposi- 
tion as a sign of submission by Spain. 
"The power of Spain is broken," said he 
tonight, "and it is plain that there is. 
notuing to stop us now, shoct of the Span- 
ish border." 
•: . 
Concerning the terms of peace, Senator 
Morgan has clearly defined ideas. "My 
first proposition," he explained, "would be 
the complete surrender by Spain of all 
territory over which the flag .floats. This 
would Include Cuba, Porto Rico, the Phil- 
ippines, the Carolines and the Ladrones. 
I woulu make this surrender the subject' 
of a separate 'and exclusive treaty. 1 
would demand of Spain a surrender un- 
conditional in every particular, and-.wlth- 
out any reference to what we may wish 
to do with the territory hereafter. 
I 
would not allow any 'ifs' nor 'ands about 
it. This treaty should be on such terms 
that the United States can be free to act 
without any conditions, and it should be 
the first proposition on which to base., 
peace. 
"I would also demand as one of the 
first conditions of peace," added Senator 
Morgan, "the opening of jail doors to all 
prisoners confined for political offenses. 
I would extend this proposition so as to 
include all political prisoners, from Cuba, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines. It should 
free all who have been imprisoned be- 
cause of participation in the insurrec- 


"After this treaty covering the surrend- 
er of dominions and release of political 
prisoners has been concluded," he con- 
tinued, " Iwould take up the matter, of. 
war indemnity. This covers several top- 
ics, some of which I do not care to dis- 
cuss at this time. Individually, I should 
want to consider the matter of a coaling 
station In the Canary Islands, off the 
coast of Africa.

"Further, I would require," added Sen- 
ator Morgan, "guarantee from Spain that 
she will assume all responsibility for any 
debts that misht prove a Hen upon Cuba 
—or upon Porto Rico and the Philippines,

Hearty Half • Century In the Service or His 


Country-Has Been Active sod 


Alert Always. 


Rear Admiral Miller, the ranking 


officer in the navy, on whom the honor 
of hoisting the American flag over 
Hawaii falls, has had a long and hon- 
orable and eventful career in the navy, 
extending over a period of forty-seven 
years. He was /born' in Springfield, 
Ohio, in 1836. Receiving a high school 
education, fie was appointed to the 
Nayal Academy as acting midshipman 
October 1, 1851, graduating in June, 
1854, 
and standing No. 3 in his class 


and first In mathematics. For the next 
two years or more young Miller served 
on board the flagship Independence In 
the Pacific squadron. It was forty- 
three years ago that he came around 
the Horn to San .Francisco on the In- 
dependence, which since 1856 has been 
•doing duty as a receiving snip and has 
been for many years located at Mare 
Island Navy Yard. 


After this cruise Miller was ordered 


to duty a£ the Naval Academy in the 
department of ethics and English stud- 
ies. From November, 1858, to Septem- 
ber, 1860, he served on the Preble, be- 
ing in the Paraguay expedition and" In 
the home squadron, assisting in the 
capture of the steamers General Mira- 
mon and Marquis de la Habana off 
Vera Cruz, Mexico, on March 6, 1860. 


Returning to the Naval Academy at 


the end of this cruise he remained 
there as an instructor'until the break- 
ing out of the civil war in 1861, when 
he was ordered to the brig Perry, then 
fitting out in New York. This vessel 
was employed in blockade duty, and on 
June 3, 1861,^ captured off Charleston 
the privateer Savannah, which sailed 
under the first letter of marque issued 
by the Southern Confederacy. In No- 
vember, 186}, Miller was transferred 
to the steamer Cambridge as executive 
officer, and was in the action in which 
the Cumberland and the Congress were 
destroyed by the Merrlmac March 12 
1862. 
In May he was transferred to 


the training ship John Adams, and in 
August at his own application for ac- 
tive service he was assigned to the 
monitor Passaic, having been promoted 
to the rank of lieutenant commander 


While attached to the Passaic he 


participated In the naval attack on 
Fort McAllister, in March, 1863, and 
In the attack on Fort Sumter In ApriL 
In June he was assigned to duty with 
Admiral Gregory, superintending the 
construction of ironclads at New York 
and in September he was sent on the 
ironclad Sangamon to assist in block- 
ading Charleston. 


Lieutenant Miller was given his first 


active war command, the monitor Na- 
hant, In April, 1864, and the next 
month took part with that ship in an 
attack on Fort Sumter. Later, wjiile 
on the monitor Monadnock, he was en- 
gaged in both-attacks on Fort Fisher, 
in December, 1864, and January, 1865. 


After the war he was successively 


head of the Departments of Seaman- 
ship and English Studies, until in Sep- 
tember, 1867, he was ordered to the 
steamer Powhatan In the South Pacific 
squadron and served on that vessel In 
the Pacific and Gulf of" Mexico until 
January, 1870, when he was promoted 
to commander. After a short stay at 
the New York navy yard Commander 
Miller was ordered as chief of staff to 
the South Pacific station, serving in 
that capacity until December, 1872, and 
also for a considerable period as com- 
mander of the Osslpee 


In November, 1873, after a short ser- 


vice as executive officer of the naval 
station at New London and as assist- 
ant hydrographer In Washington, Mil- 
ler was ordered to the command of,the 
Ajar, which was sent to Key West in 
anticipation of trouble with Spain. 
After the threatened trouble had pass- 
ed he was again ordered to the hydro- 
graphic office, and in August, 1876, was 
given the command of the United 
States steamer Tuscarora and ordered 
to run a line of deep eea soundings 
from the Hawaiian islands to the Fijls 
and Australia, Miller then served on 
shore duty as assistant to the .Bureau 
of Yards and Docka, as Inspector of the 
lighthouse district comprising lakes 
Huron, Michigan and Superior and on 
special duty at the Navy Department 


His promotion to captain came In 


1881, and since that time he has com- 
manded the receiving ships Wabash 
and Vermont, tbe flagship Tennessee of 
the North Atlantic squadron, the flag- 
ship Chicago of the squadron of evo- 
lution, and as captain of the New York 
narr yard and member of the Jean- 
ne-tie court of Inquirj 


After his promotion to commodore, 


Miller was given the command of the 
Boston navy yard, and on his promo- 
tion to the grade of rear admiral in 
March, 1897. on the retirement of Ad- 


miral Walker, he was ordered' to Bni< 
land as the naval representative of the 
United States, hoisting his flag on tbe 
armored cruiser Brooklyn. Rear Ad- 
miral Mfller was present in London at 
the Queen's Jubilee as naval represen- 
tative, and with his flagship was at tbe 
naval review at Splthead. 


Upon completion of this duty he was 


given command of the Pacific squadron, 
assuming command at Honolulu, Aug- 
ust 14,1897, relieving Admiral Beards- 
lee. He remained at Honolulu until 
last May. During thhf period be was 
onstantly expecting the annexation of 
the Islands, and the consequent un- 
furling of the national colors at Ho- 
nolulu as the signal of the union. The 
errand upon which he now attends, is, 
therefore, no surprise to him. 


Rear Admiral Miller, since his re- 


turn to the United States, has, In ad- 
dition to his other duties as comman- 
der in chief of the Pacific squadron, 
been placed in charge, of the naval de- 
fenses of the coast and of the auxili- 
ary naval force. By the retirement 
of Rear Admiral Kirkland on July 4 
Miller Is now the senior admiral of 
the navy on the active list.

Capt."Ben"Whitney'sRe- 
collections of Transports. 


Twas^Many Years Agone — Not a 
Great Deal of Attention for the

Eight- 
een days on salt pork and cabbage J« 
rather a long stretch but that was al 
Jfetijiwd.of the troopship of ^.tiha 
had Cap'n Ben and nis comrades an 
the way to Vera Cruz. Then there was 
•a long march over the burning sands to 
the City of Mexico. There had been 
no stopping off place for the seasick 
soldier boys to find sympathizing 
friends and send word tack to New 
England that they had eaten no other 
pie for many weeks 
Salt pork and 


sauer krout with coffee, morning, noon 
and night Cap'n Ben got suaer krout 
logged and can't look at a head of cab- 
bage without becoming nauseated now 
a days. 
The return by the old side-wheeler 


Massachusetts, which broke the record 
of those days by making the trip in 
13 days was more pleasant Upon the 
arrival of the victorious army after 
their two years' campaign in Mexi 
a good deal of fuss was made over tfie 
soldiers in New York and Boston. "But 
notnin', nothin'," said grizzled Cap'n 
Ben, "compared to what these youngs- 
ters are gettin'. Somehow we didn't 
feel so rich in those days and the main 
thing was to get back to the farm, get 
the crop in and go out filshln' for all 
us Maine men were more or less sea 
farin'" 
Later on, when misfortunes came, 


and Cap'n Ben reminded Uncle Sam 
through the pension office of his ser- 
vice in the war of "48, reward came 
promptly, and comes every three 
months still, in the small amount al- 
lotted to pensioners of the Mexican 
war. Once, some ferret, in the pension 
office in Washington thought he had 
picked a flaw IB Cap'n Ben's record 
and wrote on saying he wanted affidav- 
its of birth and other things that for 
sixty years he had long quit worrying 
about But plenty of letters went from 
Honolulu to Washington, showing that 
Cap'n Ben had not only been a sol- 
dier of the Mexican war but master ot 
an American ship as well and never 
again has be been questioned by the 
pension office.

To the Honorable J. A. King, Minister 


of the Interior. 
Sir:—The undersigned, the Hawaii- 


an Tramways Company, Limited, re- 
spectfully represents, that by the pro- 
visions of Chapter XVlli ot tne Ses- 
sion Laws of 1886, it was granted the 
right of laying a double track upon 
certain streets in Honolulu therein 
named. 


That by the provisions of Chapter 


LXXIV, Session, Laws of 1890, It was 
granted permission to use electric trac- 
tion for the movang of its cars. 


That by the provisions of Chapter 


CVH of the Session Laws of 1892, the 
latter permission was confirmed." 


That by further provision of the Act 


last named the undersigned was im- 
powered to contract with/the Hawaiian 
Electric Company, Limited, to furnish 
it with electric power for use on any 
of Its tracks, whether the same are 
within the District of such Hawaiian 
Electric Company, Limited, or not, 
and the undersigned now contemplates 
making such a contract 


That by Act XXIV of the Session 


Laws of 1895 it was attempted to de- 


prive your petitioner of the right to 
use and exercise the powers granted 
by the Act of 1890 aforesaid; which 
last named Act the undersigned claims 
,s inoperative, Inasmuch as it purports 
to abrogate a right which had become 
vested,; 


That the undersigned being dearous 


of exercising the right of doubling Its 
track on certain of the streets named 
In Chapter XVIII of the "Laws of 1886, 
and now occupied by it, towlt, on Bere- 
tanla Street and on King Street and 
on the Walkikl Road, and the right or 
operating Its line by electricity, grant- 
ed to it as above set forth, desires to 
bring the matter to the Attention of 
the Executhe Council and to obtain 
tbe approval of the Executive Council 
of the proposed action in order that 
possible misunderstandings may be 
avoided, and that the proposed im- 
provement of the street system of the 
Company may be carried out In accord- 
ance with the views of the Executive 
Council. 


To that end and without waiving any 


right or claim of right now pertaining 
to it, •and without prejudice to any 
power now vested in it by law, the 
undersigned respectfully > requests the 
sanction of th« Government to the pro- 
posed construction of double tracks 
and to the use of electric traction by 
the overhead trolley system upon the 
streets now used by it

LUinokalani has returned to the Isl- 


ands over which she was once the law- 
ful Sovereign, but only to ftnd them a 
part of the United States, lieJd with 
hooks of steel, that no earttoly power 
can break. She returns defeated, (dis- 
comfited, and without the reputation 
of having made an intelligent or brave 
fight. 


From 
the day 
she- censured her 


brother, the late King Kalakaua, for 
accepting the Constitution of '87, she 
has been successful only in choosing 
the worst advisers, and displaying the 
grossest political stupidity. 


It is conceded that she had the right, 


as others have, to protect what she 
honestly believed to be her constitu- 
tional rights, and she was justified 
even in fighting for them. But she 
uras also bound to recognize and pro- 
tect the rights of others, or leave all 
differences to be decided by the sword 
Conceding nothing to others, she forced 
herself upon the s^ord which is in the 
bands of every human being for the 
protection of his rights and she failed 


Every movement she has made, or 


has consented to be made, on her be- 
half has been ill considered and fool- 
ish. 
Had she realized the course of 


events, or chosep advisers who knew 
something about pciitical history, she 
•would nave saved mujh from 
the 


wreck. She seemed fated to avoid any 
and every act, which might aid her, 
and brought political ruin on herself,

The'working of t>h« natural laws are 


llitle understood by any of us. The 
reader of Mulhall's history of prices 
sees at once that we know little of 
the forces that frame these natural 
laws of supply and demand. At the 
same time they are more stable and 
intelligent than the shifting economic 
laws of the politicians. 


We have had foere lessons enough 


in the uncertainty of legislation. But 
these lessons are readily forgotten in 
speculative times. However stable we 
may conclude the sugar legislation to 
he, it must not be forgotten that dt is 
subject to a partisan vote. 


There are some strong reasons for 


believing that the present protective 
duty on sugar will not be disturbed. 
The failure of the Dingley bill to pro- 
duce the revenue* estimated from it, 
has opened the eyes of legislators to 
the fact that we are rapidly growing 
less dependent upon foreign markets 
for manufacture*! goods. Duttesjon 
imported goods will soon become an 
uncertain revenue, and the Govern- 
ment must look to internal revenue 
"for income. Protection has resulted in 
over production. It reduces the Im- 
portation of duty paying goods 


But sugar will not be an over product 


in this country for many years, even 
if Cuba and the Philippines are an- 
nexed or controlled. The revenue 
from it will be wanted, probably for 
many years to come. 
* 


When McKinley put sugar on the 


free list in 1890 the Government had 
a surplus revenue. Now it has not 
enough revenue, and that from sugar 
is ths most readily raised. 


3?here is, therefore, only a remote 


prospect of any alteration in the duty. 
Even a Democratic- administration 
would not attempt it, as matters now 
stand.

These considerations .do not affect 


the proposition that industries which 
depend, for prosperity, on legislative 
action, are not upon the substantial 
basis that the natural laws of trade 
create. In looking far ahead, and time 
passes quickly, the relation of legisla- 
tion to the sugar interests must not 


denying, 


Living as we do In an age, -when' 


one lot of men must be shot to pieces* 
or mangled that "light and justice" 
may be forced into the heads of an- 
other lot of men, and the New Testa-

The relations of the Red Cross So- 


ciety to^ the army are not generally 
understood. 


The army has, theoretical!}, the 


means and organization for taking 
care of its sick and wounded 
But it 


is an imperfect, even crilde system, 
perhaps sufficient when men and wo- 
men did not realize what the suffering 
on, the battle field was, or the wicked 
indifference with which the wounded 
were treated by their own friends. 


The Red Cross is an organization 


•which Is not under army discipline 
It 


voluntarily aids the army, and contri- 
butes material and manual aid, and 
skill, where the army is deficient But 
the army is a unit, a body under strict 
discipline and the Red Cross has no 
right whatever to interfere with that 
discipline. Its relation to the army is 
always a delicate one, because it Is 
not subject to military discipline, and 
suggestions that it may make are open 
to quick resentment by the surgeon 
and his staff. 


We knew a good deal about the 


treatment of the sick and wounded 
soldiers during the Civil War 
Some 


of the surgeons and their assistants 
were Christ-like in conduct, ideal 
men. 
But there were scores of them 


that should have been shot on the 
spot They were negligent, unskilful, 
lacking In education, lazy, an£ cou 
celled 
Thej neglected the SICK, and 


guzzled whiskey while the 
wounded 


were waiting for treatment 


The Red Cross dealt is ith such men, 


as best U could, although KB agents 
•were not always discreet, and made 
unnecessary 
trouble

In field hospital* while soldiers were 


tured to death. Titus the Spanish 
shot was "up a tree" with & vengeance.

The sec- 
retary was instructed to furnish par- 
ticulars. 


Dr. Alvarez' report for the tnree 


months ending August 1, as superin- 
tendent of the Kalihl receiving station, 
was read. He reported that five boys 
were under regular treatment tnere. 
Two of them were showing marked im- 
provement. It was thought by the bac- 
teriologist that the cure for leprosy 
would eventually be found m a serum 
taken from animala inoculated witn 
the leprosy bacilli. In .carrying out 
the instructions of the department in 
photographing patients an effort was 
being made to illustrate the disease In 
each particular case. 


President Smith urged the necessity 


of "taking stock" in all the sub-de- 
partments of the Board of 
Health. 


After annexation quarantine, leprosy 
and other matters under tne Board 
would be overhauled. Experiments in 
the treatment of leprosy would be in- 
vestigated by scientific men. quaran- 
tine system would come under the. rigid 
laws of the United States. 


A very large number of matters con- 


nected with business of the settlement 
were passed upon. Discussion of tnem 
lasted all of an hour. 


Dr. Rokabu exclosed a report of Dr. 


Eldredge for the first half of the year 
1898. 
It showed 69 vessels and over 


16,000 passengers examined for tne 
United States. Dr. Rokahu reported 
the sanitary condition of Japan ex- 
ceedingly good. He had private infor- 
mation that many cases of plague in 
Formosa never came to tha attention 
of the Japanese otflolala. 


Dr. Jordan reported the plague dim- 


inished and health satisfactory at Ma- 
cao and Hongkong. In three weeks of 
June and July there had been 36 cases 
aud 32 deaths. 


Matter of the appointment of a food 


inspector came up. President Smith 
and Dr. Emerson favored Artnur John- 
stone for the reason that 'he was thor- 
oughly qualified, had all instruments 
necessary and took a deep personal in- 
terest in the subject, Mr Johns-tone 
was unanimously elected.

No New Relation of Island 
Ports Till Act Is Passed. 


U. S. Attorney General Examining 


Law-Reglsters-The Precedent*. 


Probable Ruling. 


NEW YORK, July 23.—A special to 


the Sun from Washington sayec 
At- 


torney General Grlggs, at the request 
of Secretary Gage, is examining the 
law with a view to advising tne Treas- 
ury Department whether or not trotter 
the Newlands" resolution, 
annexing 


Hawaii to the United States, • vessels 
sailing under the flag of that RepuMte 
are entitled, without additional legis- 
lation, to fly the flag of the United 
States and receive American registers, 
and also whether or ndt commerce,, be- 
tween the islands and the United Statts 
is coastwise traffic, to be engaged'in 
only by vessels under our flag. 


Legislative precedents. answer the 


first question in the negative. After 
the purchase of Louisiana in 1803, .Con- 
gress provided by enactment for the 
issue of American registers to vessels 
owned by citizens of the newly ac- 
quired territory, and m 1868, the year 
after the purchase of Alaska, a law was 
passed authorizing the Secretary of 
the Treasury to grant registers to ves- 
sels owned by citizens of the new coun- 
try.Upon the question of traffic between 
Hawaii and the United States there Is 
a decision by the Supreme Court to 
the effect that where a counry came 
under the jurisdiction /of the United 
States by purchase, the ports thereof 
remained foreign ports until they were 
declared to be domestic by act of Con- 
gress. 
Although Hawaii did not come in by 


purchase, it is believed by tne Treas- 
ury oflicials that tfte Attorney General 
will hold that the ports of the islands 
at present, at least, are foreign ports, 
and that commerce between them and 
the United States is open to the ves- 
sels of all nations.

Effect of Mauser Bullets.

NEW YORK, July 23.—Surgeon Maj- 


or Kimball, in charge of the Army hos- 
pital on Governor's Island, said that 
the nature of the wounds made by 
Mauser bullets was most gratifying to 
the surgeons, and that fewer opera- 
tions were necessary and the percent- 
age of recovery far greater than wouKt 
have been the case had the wounds 
been made by the old Springfield or 
Martini-Henry rifles. He said that tne 
small, pencil-like bullets seemed - to 
have antiseptic effect, as the wounds 
healed with great rapidity and caused 
very little discomfort to the men.
